Lotis, Jan, 12.—A parallel to the mys-
terious disappesrance of Miss Zoo Watkins
some tino ago I8 to-day found In the disap-
penranes of Miss Zorelda Garrison of the well-
known Gurrison family, and griyndoiece of
Commodoro Garrison of New York,  Althoagh
she started for the eonvent at Maryvillo in the
suburbs on HSaturday morning lost, it was not
known until yestorday that slie had falled to
roach thint retrent, nor was it ndniitted by the
family until this mornivg, when the publica-
tion of n part of the facts by tho Keullwan
eompolled the neknowledgment,

Miss Garrikon, who s a handeome girl of
soventonn, hind never before gone to the con-
vont by the strect enr lne, gensrally uslng the
family curringe, and ghe wns not certadn that
sho knew the wiy, The stréet car conductor
wia in like ignoranes of the preciso road from

the track, but the cur starter directod lier, On
L fonr platfopm oY thoe eir four Liovdlums wora
stivnding, snd heand her inguire the wiy, 'I'I:F)l'
ot off tho car soon alterward, and 1t e feirod
that they intercepted hor on ler way, [ur tho
roud i long, and, even by duyiig 1, lonoly,
Whether thoy sssaultod and murdered hoer, or
whether she (8 held for ransom, aro matters of
wre comeeture, for no trsee of the suspicious
pretsons who followed her ean be discovered,
despito the ingenuity of tho entiro detective
fores and the offering of o large reward,

‘e theory of elopemwent is scouled by the
family imd by the Mother Buperior of the con-
vont, To s reporter the latter said: I have no
theory that is pot copoected with foul play.
The clandestine lover s absurd, from whit I8
rnnwn of the young lwdy's disposition and
ukbits nnd from the treatmont shoe recoived at
Tome, whers ehe onjoyed the fullest liberty to
rocelve whomsoevoer she plonsod,  IL howover,
sl hins wloped, sliv must have gone by an lron
Mountain train, ns llmlklu the gnly rond near
tho chwnL Hut, as 1 said beforo, 1 don't
think Mise Unrrison has Jeft tho oity of her
own freo will,  Shu his been foully denlt
with or else Is held for u ransom by the four
evil-looking charnoters who are known to lsve
been Ln thie car with her, Bhe was o lovoly girl
1o overy way, always attentiva to hor studios
and very ledylike in her carriago and manners,
3l wis & guneral fuvorite here."

The disgppearnnee, Lhe family poaitivoely say,
was not kuown to them until yesterdiy noon,
wix days after it had oceurred. . Thoy explain
It this way: Miss Zorolda’s mothor, Mrs, Abram
Garrison, has been hiving st Kirkwood for soine

She is not in strong health, and Mr,
Hickmaop, the assistant treasurer of the
Missouri Puoiile Bailrosd, bhae beon eommis-
sloned by the relatives to look after her com-
fort. Yeaterdny Mr. Hickmnon moet Mre O, Lo
Garrison and sald:
